BARCELONA, Spain, July 31,— 
Ten thousand fresh soldiers and a 
squadron of bombing planes were 
rushed today to the aid of loyal 
forces storming the rebel strong- 
holds of Zaragoza and Huesca. 
They were determined to seize the 
two cities, 40 miles apart, by night-

Official communiques reporting 
the fall of the northern province 
of Guipuzcoa and the “visible weak- 
ening of rebel forces at Zaragoza, 
Cordoba and Oviedo” inspired the 
new offensive. 

More than half the fresh forces

Reports reaching here and Hen- 
daye, France, said Gen. Emilio Mo- 
la, the northern rebel commander, 
had shifted his attack from Ma- 
drid and was marching with be- 
tween 12,000 and 25,000 men from 
Pamplona in an effort to take the 
San Sebastian frontier region.

QUEBEC, July 31, — President 
Roosevelt came to Quebec today to 
pay a long-promised good will call 
on the governing heads of the 
United States’ northern neighbor. 

The first United States President 
to pay an official visit to Canada, 


he came into a city gay with 
flags, with the pomp and ceremony 
reserved for the heads of other na- 
tions. 

A great crowd at the station gave 
him a roaring ovation as he stepped 
from his special train acompanied 
by Lord Tweedsmuir, Canada’s Gov- 
ernor-General, who had boarded it 
a few minutes before. 

At Wolfe’s Cove terminal were 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King, 
Lieutenant-Governor Patenaude of 
Quebec, Premier Adelard Godbout 
of Quebec, Mayor J. E. Gregoire 
and other dignitaries. 

A guard of honor consisting of 
members of Quebec’s French Ca- 
nadian regiment, the Royal Twen- 
ty-second, saluted the President 
when he stepped from tha train.

Accompanied by Lord Tweeds- 
muir, Roosevelt drove to the Gov- 
ernor’s garden near Dufferin Ter- 
race through streets lined with 
cheering Canadians. A cavalry es- 
cort of Royal Canadian Dragoons 
led the way, and arrival at the Ter- 
race was the signal for a 21-gun 
salute from the Citadel, and _ the 
raising of the American flag. In 
the garden the official addresses 
of welcome were delivered. 

Afterwards, Roosevelt had lunch- 
eon with Lord Tweedsmuir and oth- 
er officials at the historic Citadel, 
former fortress which now is the 
summer residence of the Governor- 
General, near where Arnold and 
Montgomery, American revolution- 
ists, stormed the city on New 
Year’s Eve, 1776. 

At the luncheon Roosevelt and 
Canada’s governing heads _ talked 
over in private mutual problems 
affecting the two nations. 

Roosevelt and the Governor-Gen- 
eral were expected to discuss joint 
action by the United States and 
Canada in hydro-electric power de- 
velopment. On his way to Quebec 
Roosevelt made a personal inspec- 
tion of the WPA Passamaquoddy 
power project in Maine. He hoped 
to convince Canadian officials of 
the practicability of co-operative 
development of the Quoddy under- 
taking, for which Congress has re- 
fused to appropriate additional 
funds after $7,000,000 of relief 
money ahd been spent in prelim- 
inary work. 

After the official luncheon, at 
which Roosevelt was to speak 
breifly, the party planned to visit 
“Spenderwood,” official residence of 
Lieut. Gov. Patenaude and to take 
tea at the Citadel. 

“Spirit of Give and Take.” 

Responding to addresses of wel- 
come, Roosevelt declared “frank 
dealing, co-operation and a spirit of 
give and take between nations is 
more important than ever before” 
in solving grave world problems.

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 31.—John 
P. Peifer, St. Paul night club oper- 
ator, convicted of conspiracy in the 


kidnaping of William Hamm Jr., 
killed himself in the county jail to- 
day two hours after being sen- 
tenced to 30 years in prison. 

He was found on the cot in his 
cell and rushed to a hospital but 
was dead on arriva) there. First 
reports were that he had swallowed 
poison. 

Physicians said Peifer apparently 
had been dead about 30 minutes 
when he was found, after being 
alone in the cell less than an hour. 

Polise Surgeon E. W. Miller and 
Dr. Harold Andresen said Peifer 
had poisoned himself. Dr. Miller 
said Peifer had “some sort of gum 
in his mouth when we found him.” 

The physician said he could not 
determine the type of poison imme- 
diately. Peifer apparently had been 
in good health. 

The body was found by Emory 
Clewett, chief jailer. Peifer had 
protested his innocence during his 
two weeks trial, taking the stand 
in his own defense to deny he had 
shared in the ransom. 


Jack Seger and 
Edmund C. Bartholmey, a convicted 
Hamm kidnaper, occupied adjacent 
cells. The prisoners told the jailer 
that Peifer appeared to suffer con- 
vulsions. 

Peifer’s death was the second in 
the county jail under similar cir- 
cumstances. Willie Sharkey, mem- 
ber of the Touhy gang of Chicago, 
hanged himself in his cell with a 
necktie while awaiting trial for the 
Hamm kidnaping. Sharkey’s death 
occurred shortly after Hamm was 
kidnaped June 15, 1933. 

Sentence was pronounced after 
Federal Judge M. M. Joyce had de- 
nied Peifer’s motion for a new trial. 

Peifer was convicted by a Fed- 
eral Court jury Saturday, on 
charges that he received $10,000 of 
the $100,000 ransom. He was ac- 
cused of being the “fingerman” 
who pointed the brewer out to the 
kidnaping gang. 

He was taken o custody im- 
mediately after he was sentenced. 
He had been free on $100,000 bail.

Raymond Leslie, 2607 Blair 
avenue, Republican clerk in the 
tenth precinct of the Third Ward. 

Nathan Sherman, 1482 Laurel 
street, Republican clerk in the 
first precinct of the Fifth Ward. 

Harold Hancock, 1812A Franklin 
avenue, Democratic clerk in the 
first precinct of the Fifth Ward. 
. The indictments were voted un- 
der misdemeanor sections of the 
statutes. The offense with which 
the clerks are charged is punish- 
able by imprisonment in the Work- 
house for one year. 

A year in the Workhouse and a 
fine of $1000 is’ the 
penalty for the offense with which 
Greenberg is charged. 

In the general criminal code of 
the State there is a statute which 
makes willful neglect of an election 
clerk to canvass his precinct a 
felony, punishable by five years in 
prison. There is also, however, a 
special election law applying to 
cities of 100,000 population or more 
in which willful neglect of a clerk 
to canvass is made a misdemeanor. 
It was under this law that the four 
clerks were indicted. Circuit At- 
torney Franklin Miller, in response 
to an inquiry by the Post-Dispatch, 
said the special law superseded the 
general law in St. Louis. 


Otten and Leslie Arrested. 


Otten and Leslie were arrested 
shortly before midnight at  Fif- 
teenth and Benton streets. Their 
precinct was the one in which a 
Post-Dispatch reporter made 
house-to-house canvass last 


addresses given for them in the 
Election Board’s “revised and cor- 
rected list. The special deputies 
who made the official re-canvass re- 
ported 221 of 617 registered voters 
“not found” in the precinct.

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch to- 
day at the office of License Collec- 
tor Fred Renick established that 
Israel pays a license tax for the 
‘Laclede as a 140-rg¢om hotel. 

A guide published by the Nation- 
al Hotel Association lists the La- 
clede as a 200-room hotel. A clerk 
at a large downtown hotei told a 
reporter that the usual practice in 
compiling the guide was to boost 
the number of rooms to the next 
even 100 above the actual number 
of rooms. Thus Hotel Jefferson, 
which actually has 723 rooms, is 
listed as an 800-room hotel. 

Reporter Counts Rooms. 

In view of the conflicting infor- 
mation about the number of rooms 
.in the Laclede, a Post-Dispatch re- 
, porter set out to eliminate the un- 
certainty by counting the rooms. 

Walking from corridor to corri- 
dor, and from floor to floor, he found 
39 guest rooms on the sixth floor; 
. 84 on the fifth; 32 on the fourth; 36 
on the third; and 44 on the second 
-—-total, 185. There are no guest 
rooms on the ground floor, and on 

.each of the upper floors there are 
occypied rooms leading to outside 
fire escapes. Counting the 15 rooms 
of this sort, the hotel might be said 

»to have 200 rooms.

Against U. S.

SAN JUAN, P. R., July 31.— 
Eight Puerto Rican Nationalists 
were convicted today of conspiring 
to overthrow the island government 
of the United States by force. 

Headed by Pedro Albizu Campos, 
former Harvard University student 
and president of the Puerto Rican 
Nationalist party, the group was 
sentenced individuaily to terms 


ranging from two to six years in 
prison. 

As a marshal and his deputies 
hustied the prisoners through the 
basement of the courthouse and 
out a back exit to avoid a crowd 
massed in front, the cry, “Down 
with Yankee imperialism!” went up 
in the street. 

Oath of Vengeance. 

Clemente Pereda, former univer- 
sity professor and hunger striking 
Nationalist, gtood before the crowd 
waving his arms and shouting, “the 
cath still holds!” He referred to 
an oath of vengeance taken by Na- 
tionalists in the cemetery during

The prisoners were taken to the 
La Princessa jail, though that at 
El Morro had been prepared for 
them. 

It was the second trial of the 
eight, who were accused of foment- 
ing violence and attempting to con- 
script an army to fight for inde- 
pendence, The previous jury dis- 
agreed. 

Federal Judge Robert A. Cooper 
passed sentence immediately. No- 
tite of appeal was filed, and the 
jrisoners were hustled from the 
courtroom. 

The indictment under which they 
were convicted contained three 
counts: To overthrow or oppose 
the Government by use of force; 
to incite rebellion or insurrection, 
and to recruit soldiers to oppose 
the United States Government by 
force. 

Clash Last October. 

The indictment grew out of the 
police-nationalist clash last Octo- 
ber in which several persons were 
killed.

Pedro Albizu Campos was found 
guilty on all three counts, as were 
Luis Velazquez, treasurer of the 
Nationalist party; Juan Antonio 
Corretjer, general secretary; Julio 
Velazquez and Juan Gallardo San- 
tiago. 

The other defendants were 
Clemente Soto Velez, Erasmo Ve- 
lazquez and Pablo Rosadosortiz.

Hurricane winds and high tides 
struck today at the resort village 
of Fort Walton, Fla, damaging 
shore line buildings and destroying 
wharfs. Surf surged seven to eight 
feet higher than normal, refugees 
said. and the army radio station at 
Valparaiso, Fla., reported the wind 
reached a velocity of 90 to 100 miles 
an hour. 

The schooner Malva, a banana 
boat from Honduras, was beached 
at Panama City, Fla. 

The storm headed for Northwest 
Florida with energy generated in 
the Gulf of Mexico after it blew 
across the southern tip of the State 
last Tuesday night. 

Two deaths were attributed to the 
disturbance at that time, electrocu- 
tion of a lineman and the drowning 
of a Negro deckhand. 

Hurricane flags fluttered along 
the coast today from Carrabelle, 
Fla.. to Mobile, Ala. Waterfront 
buildings, highways, bridges and 
communication lines were dam- 
aged.

July Hottest Month Ever 
Recorded in St. Louis 


1936 


Figures Go Back 99 Years—Average Temper- 
ature of 87.7 Was 8.9 Degrees 
Above Normal. 


The month ending today was the 
hottest ever experienced in St. 
Louis in the 99 years that weather 
records have been kept. Average 


temperature for the month was 87.7 
degrees, or 8.9 degrees above nor- 
mal. 

Starting on July 3 and contin- 
uing until yesterday, the maximum 
temperature never dropped below 
90, except on the twentieth, when 
the highest reading was 88 de- 
grees. The hottest day of the 
month was the fourteenth, when 
the temperature reached 108.6. Yes- 
terday morning the thermometer 
fell to 64 degrees, the coolest of 
the month. 

On 17 days the thermometer 
went above 100 degrees, a record. 
The average temperature from the 
fifth to the sixteenth was 92.3 de- 
grees, one-half of a degree higher 
than the hottest 12-day period of 
1934. 

Between July 7 and 15, the temp- 
erature never dropped below 81. 
On July 14 the temperature ranged 
from 87 to 108.6 degrees, giving an 
average of 98 degrees for the 24- 
hour period. 

The Mississippi River fell slow- 


,ly throughout the month, reaching 


the lowest July stage of record on 
the twenty-second, minus 4 of 4 
foot. The river continued falling 
and yesterday had reached a stage 
of minus 2.1 feet. 

Total rainfall for the month was 
. of an inch, 2.38 inches less than 
normal. There was measurable 
rainfall on four days and traces on 
three days. Thunderstorms oc- 
curred on five days during the 
month. 

Twenty-three days were clear, six 
partly cloudy and one cloudy. On 
the nineteenth a wind velocity of 
42 miles an hour was recorded. 

The river stage during the month 
averaged .7 feet, 16.1 feet lower 
than normal. The lowest it has 
ever been was in August, 1934, 
when the reading was minus three 
feet. The river may fall lower than 
that before starting to rise again. 
the Weather Bureau announced. 

Judging. from rainfall and temp- 
erature records, the bureau report- 
ed, the drouth of this year is con- 
siderably worse than in 1934. It 
was pointed out that there has 
been much more rainfall in the 
city in the last two months than 
in the county.

MADRID, July 31. — Catalonian 
troops besieged the northeastern 
rebel stronghold in Zaragoza today 
in a series of fierce encounters. 
Luis Company, Provincial President 
of Catalonia, reported “many cas- 
ualties” in battles on the slopes sur- 
rounding the city. 

Strife inside Seville began anew 
when rebels under Gen. Quiepo de 
Llano clashed with loyalists in the 
city’s streets. 

Loyal airplanes were reported fly- 
ing over all rebel areas in Spain 
dropping leaflets urging the insur- 
gent soldiers to desert their offi- 
cers. 

The purge of Fascists and mon- 
archists in public and semi-public 


positions continued under the di- 
rection of the State Department. 

The newspaper Politica reported 
all rebel airplanes in the Guadar- 
rama region had been brought 
down by Government anti-aircraft 
guns. 

The arrest of 500 Fascists at Le- 
rida was announced. 

Confiscation Continues. 

The Leftist administration con- 
tinued to confiscate palaces. and 
church properties while the militia 
made an inventory of artistic treas- 
ures found in the buildings. 

Soldiers in Huesca were trying to 
desert with the arrival of loyal col- 
umns, the newspaper El Socialista 
declared. 

The paper also said Government 
planes made reconnaissance flights 
over Oviedo and had been bom- 
barding the rebel cruiser Almirante 
Cervera which was shelling the loy- 


,al garrison at Gijon. 
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El Socialista disclosed a new bat- 
tle took place yesterday between 
Fascist cadets of the famous Al- 
cazar Academy at Toledo and loyal 
militiamen.

Dynamite Bombardment. 

Provincial Government forces 
from Badajoz were reported to have 
captured the town of Villanueva de 
la Serena while another column of 
armed miners bombarded  Villa- 
nueva, near Cordoba, with dyna- 
mite. 

Rebel barracks were demolished 
under the explosive attack as the 
miners hurled sticks of dynamite 
with slings. After the insurgents 
surrendered, the _ civilian-soldiers 
were ordered to march to Cordoba.

Then they burned him to death 
after dousing him with gasoline, the 
dispatch added. 

Fascists, -taking over the town, 
were reported to have taken strong 
reprisals, lynching those Commun- 
ists resonsible for the affair. 

The Spanish Charge d’Affaires 
and first secretary of the Lisbon 
embassy resigned and, with the 
Ambassador away, the embassy 
closed down.

WASHINGTON, July 31. — The 
Department of Commerce reported 
today an increase of 12.7 per cent 
in retail sales in the Central Mid- 
west in June, 1936, as compared | 
with June, 1935. 

Reports from 1416 independent 
stores in Arkansas, lowa, Kansas, 
Missouri and Nebraska were used 
in the survey. | 

Arkansas, with 127 reporting mer- | 
chants, had an increase of 18.3 per | 
cent, the largest, followed by Ne 
braska with 17.0 per cent. Reports: 
were supplied by 175 Nebraska 
merchants. 

Reports from 282 Kansas mer- 
chants gave that State an increase 
of 148 per cent. Missouri, with 
501 reporting dealers, had a gain 
of 10.8, and Iowa, with 331 report- 
ing, an increase of 105. 

June Sales Under May. 

“When adjusted for the number 
of working days, June sales for the | 
five states showed a decrease of 6) 
per cent from May, 1936,” the re- 
port said. “There was one less) 
working day in May than in June. | 
Without adjustment either for the | 
number of working days or for sea- | 
sonal influences, June sales regis- 
tered a decline of 2.4 per cent from | 
the previous month.” | 

Two of the five states, however, | 
had increases in June, as compared | 
with May. They were Kansas, 4.1, 
and Arkansas, 2.2. Iowa had a de-. 
crease of 6.2, Missouri 1.7 and Ne- | 
braska 2.5. ) 

The Bureau of Foreign and Do- | 
mestic Commerce said the report 
covered the larger. independent 
stores in the five states and repre- 
sented 22 kinds of business. 

Shoe Stores Report Decline. 

All kinds of business represented, 
with the exception of shoe stores, 
had gains over June, 1035. Shoe 
stores had a decline of 1 per cent.

sudan grass, cane or any kind of 
grain sorghum. 

In ordinary years these green 
crops are safe for pasture but. 
when their growth is stunted by | 
dry weather, deadly doses of acids 
~~hydrocyanic or prussic—result, | 

It was explained that when | 
drouth interferes with the growth | 
of these plants a chemica! reaction | 
results. Two harmless substances, | 
a glucoside and an enzyme, react 
to form the poison.

Governor General's Greeting. 

Standing at the foot of the mon- 
ument to Wolfe and Montcalm, and 
facing thousands of persons sitting 
out on the broad terrace on the 
shore of the St. Lawrence, Lord 
Tweedsmuir sounded the keynote 
of the reception. 

“It is my prayer, that, not by al- 
liance, political or otherwise, but 
through thinking the same thoughts 
and pursuing the same purpose, the 
Republic of the United States and 


to restore the shaken liberties of 
mankind,” he said. 

Mackenzie King said: “In these 
times when armaments are grow- 
ing apace, when faith is everywhere 
being supplanted by fear, when 
dread and uncer‘ainty overcrowd 
the skies, when the cry of humanity 
is increasingly for peace, the single 
shaft, the unfortified frontier, the 
century of peace have surely a mes- 
sage for the world. 

“Tt is the message of understand- 
ing and friendship between men 
and between nations, which your 
visit to Canada, Mr. President, in- 


spires in our hearts anew.” 

Mayor Gregoiere said: “For the 
first time in our history we are fa- | 
vored today with the visit of the. 
first citizen of the great republic | 
which for over 100 years has re- 
mained a friendly and peaceful 
neighbor of the Dominion. 

“The imaginary line separating 
the United States and Canada is a | 
model boundary which should exist | 
between all the countries of the | 
world. | 

“In these days of menace and un- | 
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easiness, when Mars the Pitiless is 
everywhere furnishing his Weapons 
we must be thankful to the Holy 
Providence for having allowed our 
continent to remain calm and rela- 
tively happy.” 

Following the speeches, the party 
left for the Citadel as the band 
played “God Save the King” and “O 
Canada.” 

Flags Decorate City. 

Flage of the United States and 
Canada hung side by side today for 
Roosevelt's reception. Banners and 
streamers draped the winding 
streets through which the President 
and Governor General Lord 
Tweedsmuir, his host for the one 
day visit, passed from Wolfe's Cove 
to the Citadel. 

Roosevelt's departure was 
planned for about 6 p. m. Con- 
cluding ceremonies included a sa- 
lute of honor at the station by the 
Royal Dragoons and the Twenty- 
second Regiment escort. , 

Roosevelt planned to sound out 
Janadian sentiment for mutual pow- 
er development on the St. Lawrence 
River, a plan which was turned 
down two years ago by the United 
States Senate in rejecting the St. 
Lawrence ocean shipway treaty. 


Roosevelt told newspaper men 
who accompanied him on his two 
weeks’ vacation trip that should 
Canada ever proceed with a power 
development on the New Brunswick 
side of Quoddy, the distant future 
might see a free exchange of sur- 
plus electric energy between the 
two countries. 

Before boarding the yacht Po- 
tomac at Eastport, Me., for his 
waiting train at St. Andrews, N. 
B., Roosevelt late yesterday visited 
the $1,500,000 model village built 
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to house 5000 workers on Quoddy. 

After listening to an explanation 
of the power project while looking 
over a model in the exhibition 
house, he waved to several hundred 
townspeople gathered around his 
car and said: “I hope when I get 
back next year Quoddy will be com- 
pleted.” 

Leaving his summer cottage at 
Welch Pool, Campobelio Island, in 
midafternoon, he drove in a closed 
car with his mother and Col. Philip 
B. Fleming, army engineer in 
charge of Quoddy, to the southern 
tip of the island and ferried across 
to Lubec, Me. 

It was the first time he had 
placed foot on United States soil 
since he started his cruise on the 
Sewanna July 14 at Pulpit. Harbor, 
Me. 

Several hundred persons  wel- 
comed him at the dock. He then 
motored over a 40-mile devious 
route to Eastport by way of the 
Quoddy village. 

The main street of Eastport, edg- 
ing Passamaquoddy Bay across 
from Campobello, was lined with 
cheering citizens as the President 
drove by to the dock. “He left for 
St. Andrews on the Potomac soon 
after 6 p. m. A group of Royal 
Canadian mounted police met him 
at the wharf at St. Andrews and 
escorted him to the depot.

PARIS, July 31.—French Radi- 


cal-Socialists, frightened by  re- | 
ports of Italian intervention in the | 
Spanish rebellion, proposed a three- |

Civil War. 

The suggestion came on the heels 
of a Government order to investi- 
gate the crash of one Italian sea- 
plane and the forced landing of an- 
other in French North Africa. The 
planes were declared to be carry- 
ing munitions to Spanish rebels. 

France, Great Britain and Italy 
were proposed by the Radical-So- 
cialists for membership in an inter- 
national commission to arbitrate 
the struggle between Spanish Fas- 
cists and Loyalists. A _ precedent 
for their suggestion, they said, was 
set in China where neutral Powers 
arbitrated an internal dispute. 

Extreme Leftists, at the same 
time, urged that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment be allowed to buy §air- 
planes, arms and ammunition from 
France. Rightists continued to in- 
sist on strict neutrality to prevent 

France from being drawn into a 
war. 

The three suggestions were to be 
placed before the Socialist Gov- 
ernment of Premier Leon Blum. 


11 Italian Officers Held. 


A dispatch from Casablanca, 
French Morocco, said 11 Italian 
Air Force officers in civilian 
clothes were held by French au- 
thorities today after ‘the two sea- 
planes were forced down on the 
coast. One of them burned. 

The planes, both tri-motored 
Italian ships, were reported part of 
a convoy of six destined for rebel 
headquarters. 

Authorities investigated reports 
that a third plane and its crew was 
lost in a Mediterranean storm. 

Five of the officers were seized 
when one plane, out of fuel, 


the Moulouya River. Three boxes 
of guns were found in the cock- 
pit. 

The other six were apprehended 
after they circled over the grounded 
ship, dropping it a message and a 
knapsack of the Spanish Foreign 
Legion, both of which were seized. 

Four in the crew of the wrecked 
ship were reported dead including 
the pilot, Capt. Gennaro Pino and 
two were thought be severely in- 
jured. The plane was_ reported 
heavily loaded with four machine 
guns, a bomb thrower, several cases 
of machine gun cartridge belts, 
hand grenades and boxes of Italian 
ammunition. 

Authorities said the seaplanes 
were white Savoia-Marchetti ships. 
Italian colors on the wings and fuse- 
lage, it was reported, were painted 
out. 

Gen. Victor Denain, former | 
French Air Minister, arrived at the | 
scene of the crash and began an 
investigation. 

Comment in France. 

Nationalists, launching an attack 
against Premier Blum’s “disposi- 
tion to help the Spanish People’s 
Front,” warned the Government 
not to use the airplane incidents 
as justification for French assist- 
ance to Spanish Leftists. 

“The act of Italy is contrary to 
international law since the rebels 
do not have the standing of bel- 
ligerents,” declared the newspaper 
Echo de Paris. 

“But the offense is against only | 
the Spanish Government. It is in- | 
cumbent on us merely to intern | 
the fallen planes.” | 

Communists clamored for French 
aid against the spread of Fascism | 
in two big mass meetings in Paris. 

“If the French Government lets 
the moment pass when it is stil) | 
possible to aid the Spanish People's: 
Front morally and materially, it 
will be a disaster for humanity,” 
one spokesman said. : 


The Italian Press Ministry in 
Rome denied any pianes had been 
sent to Spain and aviation quar- 
ters suggested the ships probably 
had been sold by Italy in Spain sev.

‘COMMITTEE FOR DROPPING 165 
FROM COUNTY RELIEF ROLLS 


A total of 165 “unemployables” 
should be dropped from the St. 


Louis County relief rolls, the com- 
mittee on relief of the county chap- 
ter of the Missouri Association for 
Social Welfare reported today to 
the County Court. There are 741 
so-called “unemployables” receiv- 
ing aid in the county. 

The report said 165 should be 
dropped because they either found 
work, are living with relatives, died, 
moved away, received old age pen- 
sions or have applied for pensions. 
If they are dropped, the report con- 
tinued, it would represent a saving 
of $2300 a month to the county. 

Those remaining on the relief 
rolls still will require $8000 a month. 
Allotments vary from $8 to $25 a 
month, depending on the size of 
the family of the “unemployable.” 
The County Court has announced 
that it is without funds and is seek- 


jing to find a means whereby relief 


payments can be continued during 


the remainder of the year.

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Alberta’s “Social Credit’ 
Launched on Small Basis 


$250,000 in “Prosperity Certificates” Issued to 
Road Workers With Basic Dividends 
to Start in Week. 


By the Associated Press, 

EDMONTON, Alta., July 31.—Al- 
berta’s social credit government ex- 
pected today to issue $250,000 in 
prosperity certificates and begin 
registration for payment of basic 
dividends by Aug. 6 or 7.. 

Premier Aberhart announced yes- 
terday the certificates would be is- 
sued to workers employed on- pro- 
vincial road projects. 

The original plan for scrip called 
for stamp certificates. Holders must 
affix each week stamps of one per 
cent of the face value of the two- 
year certificates, to be in $1 and $5 
demoninations. 

The issue will be followed by 
scrip requiring no stamps when a 
sufficient reserve in cash has been 
stored up by the Government from 
stamp collections. 

“The scheme is only a temporary 
relief measure and will merge into 
a system of social credit which we 
expect to inaugurate shortly,” said 
W. A. Fallow, Minister of Public 
Works, in a letter to the Canadian 
Labor party. 

The issue of $250,000 in certificates 
might be expected to bring addition- 
al business of between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000, Aberhart said. 


The Government expects to set up 
clearing houses to redeem certifi- 
cates turned in by wholesalers dur- 
ing a certain period of each month. 
The scrip, established as another 
medium of exchange, then would be 
reissued. 

Forms released under the plan for 
social credit contained many ques- 
tions to be answered by persons 
wishing to receive dividends. They 
are expected to disclose the prov- 
ince’s consumption and each citi- 
zen’s purchasing power through in- 
come and the decrease of purchas- 
ing power through dept. 

Other forms were provided for 
producers and farmers, manufac- 
turers and processors, and retailers. 
Comparison of production and con- 
sumption was expected to give a 
basis for payment of dividends. 

The “covenant” contained prom- 
ises and agreements between’ the 
Government and the individual. The 
individual would promise co-opera- 
tion in the social credit plan, and 
acceptance of “remuneration in Al- 
berta credit” for work.

SIX MORE SENTENCED 
IN- TOKIO UPRISING 


Lieut. Itaro Yumaguchi Gets 
Life, Other Officers Shorter 
Prison Terms. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 31.—Six army of- 
ficers were sentenced today to im- 
prisonment of from four years to 
life for complicity in the military 
uprising of Feb. 26, the War Office 
announced. 

Capt. Itaro Yamaguchi was sent 
to prison for life for aiding the up- 
rising which cost the lives of three 
elder statesmen, among the most 
distinguished in the recent history 
of Japan. 

Capt. Yamaguchi earned  pre- 
vious notoriety when, in 1934, he 
publicly addressed the soldiers of 
his regiment here attacking the 
anti-militarist policies of Finance 
Minister Korekiyo Takahashi, one 
of those assassinated. 

Capt. Yamaguchi’s father-in-law, 
Gen. Shigeru Honjo, commanded 
the Japanese army in Manchuria in 
September, 1931, when the conquest 
began. Before his recent 
ment he was chief aide-de-camp to 
the Emperor. 

A special courtmartial earlier this

The five others whose sentences 
were disclosed in the announcement 
today included Lieut. Isao Arai, 
convicted of deserting his com- 
mand without adequate cause, and 
Lieut.

The court martial sentenced to 
four years imprisonment, Lieuts.

Previously 44 non-commissioned 
officers and eight civilians, found 
guilty of murder, rebellion and dis- 
obedience to the Emperor, were 
imprisoned for terms ranging from 
18 months to 15 years.

Bullets Fly in Fight in Which 


Italians Rout ‘‘Bandit 
Groups.’’ 


By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, July 31.—Bullets 
flew around the United States Le- 
gation for three hours while Ital- 
ians repulsed Ethiopian “bandit 
groups,” it was disclosed today. 


(An official communique to Rome 
said the incident took place Tues- 
day with the attackers speedily dis- 
persed, suffering ‘very severe 
losses.”’) 

The attack came from the west 
of the city where the American Le- 
gation is situated. As soon as the 
alarm was given part of a strong 
guard stationed around the Amer- 
ican Presbyterian Hospital 
rushed to reinforce the legation 
guard. No Americans were hurt. 

The Ethiopians left many hun- 
dreds dead. Italian losses were in- 
significant. 

The retreating Ethiopians were 
followed from the city by Italian 
native battalions. 

The enemy column was wiped 
out in a furious fight to the North- 
east in which new formations of 
Ethiopian volunteers fused into na- 
tive troops gave a good account of 
themselves. 

Reports circulated that Dejash 
Averra, son of Ras Kassa, a North- 
ern Ethiopian general, was killed 
near here after the attack.

Cleveland Man Reminded That Law

CLEVELAND, July 31. — Abe 
Pickus, who talked of interngtional 
peace to foreign diplomats by long 
distance telephone, said yesterday 
the United States District Attorney 
cautioned him against reference to 
United States treaties or policies 
in his conversations.

We Nazis are God-fearing and 
God-believing; whoever believes in his peo- 
ple believes in God. If this, our German- 
ism, he called Heathenism by our enemies, 


that is not our fault.” 


Now that German Heathens have achieved 
a printed creed, they may definitely be con- 
sidered to have come of age. They already 
have most of Hitler Germany’s officialdom 
within their ranks, and German Heathenism 
threatens equally both the established faiths. 

For more than a year, the Catholic and 
Protestant churches of Germany have buried 
the hatchet of century-old rivalry and stood 
shoulder to shoulder to stop the all-conquer- 
ing advance of the Heathens. For both des- 
perately recognize that, whether they suc- 
ceed in slowing down the mad rush of the 
new movement or not, its last goal will re- 
main the same—to substitute for the cross of 
Christ the “Teutonic” swastika of Hitler.

Remnants of Temple and Several 
Gold Statues Found by

The Rev. William F. Robison, 
former president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, has been appointed pastor 
of St. Francis Xavier's (College)

vards, it was announced today at 
the office of the president of St. 
Louis University. 

Father Robison, who was presi- 
dent of the university from 1920 to 
1924, will assume the pastorate Aug. 
15, succeeding the Rev. Patrick 
Burke, S. J., who died last Nov. 6 
of injuries suffered in au automo- 
bile accident near Bowling Green, 
Mo. The appointment of Father 
Robison was made by the Rev. 8. 
H. Horine, superior of universities 
in the Missouri province. 

Since his retirement as head of 
St. Louis University Father Robi- 
son has been on the staff of Loyola 
Universit;, Chicago, preaching of 
the subject of missions in parishes 
throughout the Middle West. He 
resigned the university position be- 
cause of ill health. 

Father Robison is a native St. 
Louisan and a graduate of St. Louis 
University. He was on the teach- 
ing staff of the university prior to 
his appointment as president. He 
is about 65 years old. 


160 GOT CIVIL SERVICE JOBS 
IN ST. LOUIS IN FISCAL YEAR 


Of 8881 Who Took Examination 
Only 4485 Made Eligible Ratings, 
District Director Says. 

A total of 160 permanent civil 
service appointments were made in 
St. Louis during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, it was announced 
yesterday by Charles R. Anderson, 
director of the Ninth Civil Service 
District. Of the 8881 persons who 
took the competitive examinations 
during the period, only 4485 persons 


|made eligible ratings. 


There were 1544 permanent ap- 
pointments made during the fiscal 
year in the district, which com- 
prises Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and 69 counties in South- 
ern Illinois, Anderson said. Ap- 
plications totaled 37,362 in the dis- 
trict, including 9876 in St. Louis. 
Only 18,274 persons, out of 33,626 
who reported for the examinations, 
received eligible ratings.

CHICAGO, July 31.—The text of the address of Col. Frank Knoz, 
accepting the Republican nomination for the Vice-Presidency of the 


United States, {Alows: 


“Senator Steiwer, fellow citizens: 
“You have heard the eloquent 
words of that stalwart statesman 
from our sister State of Oregon, 


Senator Steiwer. You have heard 
him convey to me the official noti- 
fication of my nomination by the 
Republican party for the high of- 
fice of Vice-President of the Unit- 
ed States. You have heard * his 
clear call to all citizens to join in 
a crusade for sound government in 
America. You have heard his 


me. 

“It becomes my privilege-and my 
duty to accept this call to service. 
I am deeply conscious of the per- 
sonal honor that has been con- 
ferred on me by the Republican 
party. I am deeply conscious also 
of the responsibiljty that rests on 
me to bear this honor worthily. But 
I am, above all, conscious of the 
opportunity for service. Even above 
and beyond my profound apprecia- 
tion of the honor and the responsi- 
bility that have been given me is 
my appreciation of the opportunity 
to serve not only my party but my 
country. 

Sketches Own Career. 

“It is customary in acknowledg- 
ments of this kind to avoid personal 
reference. Tonight, I am going to 
depart briefly from that custom. 
J] am a working man. I have always 
worked. I began to work as a small 
boy in a small town in Michigan. 
Throiughout my life, I have fol- 
lowed one guiding principle. That 
principle was to do as best I could 
the job that lay before me. That 
principle carried me into life and 
work in a fine New England town.

It carried me into the ser- 
vice of my country in two wars. It 
brought me to my work and my 
home in the great city of Chicago, 
the metropolis of a great state in a 
great Middle West empire. 

“And I am moved tonight by a 
realization that in this crusade for 
the restoration of sound govern- 
ment in our land there is before me 
the greatest opportunity for service 
that has ever come to me. Long 
years ago, I learned as a buck pri- 
vate the lessons of duty and of 
loyalty. In the years that have 
passed I have learned the equally 
important lesson that the greatest 
achievement of any man is service 
to his fellow citizens. In this spirit 
of service I accept the call of my 
party. I pledge my loyalty to the 
policies laid down at the Cleveland 
convention. I pledge myself to the 
principles of the . Republican 
party. I pledge my loyalty to the 
principles of sound and honest gov- 
ernment. I pledge my personal loy- 
alty to that great Governor of a 
prairie state, the next President of 
the United States, the Hon. Alf 
Landon. 

“No Ordinary Campaign.” 

“It is no ordinary campaign that 
confronts us. It is no ordinary po- 
litical choice that the country must 
make next November. In this pres- 
idential campaign, as in every other,

- er the administration in office has 
performed its duty. There is al- 
ways the question whether the ad- 
ministration in office has met its 
responsibilities honestly and fairly 
and wisely.

More than three years ago the pres- 
ent administration took command 
of the American Government. No 
administration in the history of the 
nation has had so giorious an op- 
portunity. The country had already 
begun to emerge from the bottom 
pit of a grievous world depression, 
caused by a calamitous world war. 
A sore and wounded nation needed 
pathetically a wise and far-seeing 
government.

“A Grand Opportunity.” 


“A etricken agriculture needed 
only the encouragenient of sound 
agricultural policies and wise legis- 
lative assistance.

The spirit af American enterprise, 
discouraged by vanished markets 
and reduced consumption, needed 
only the encouragement of econ- 
omy and moderation and helpful- 
ness in government. No admin- 
istration in our history since Lin- 
coln’s time has had so grand an 
opportunity to lend aid to a dis- 
treased people. 

“The present administration in 
the winter of 1933 had just one im- 
mediate reaponsibility to meet. That |

At a time when 
the credit of the country should 
have been strengthened it inaug- 
urated a policy of credit adultera- 
tion and currency experiment that 
demoralized foreign trade and 
frightened domestic finance. It set 
up a system of regimentation of 
industry that reduced production 
and prevented re-employment.

In the mad whirl of economic ex- 
periments there have been a few 
sound and desirable measures of 
regulation. That must be freely 
conceded. But in the major meas- 
ures of recovery and in the task of 
administration it has failed com- 
pletely. It has not kept faith with 
the nation. It has not fulfilled the 
duties of its stewardship. On this 
one issue, that it has not conduct- 
ed the affairs of government ef- 
ficiently and economically, it should 
be condemned and rejected by the 
people. 

‘Government by Guess.’ 

“This endless succession of inter- 
ferences and experiments was in- 
/augurated under the deceptive sio- 
gan of a New Deal. This policy of 
government by guess, officially ex- 
plained by President Roosevelt as 
‘founded on a philosophy of try- 
anything-once, was initiated under 
the title of economic planning. No 
one of its proponents has even been 
able to define the New Deal or to 
explain what it is aimed at or 
where it is going. No one of them 
has been abie to make clear what 
the economic plan is. It began with 
/& proposal for a belt of trees in a 
territory that nature had decided 
‘should not have trees. It is end- 
ing with the use of public funds to 
conduct classes in tap-dancing. No 
one can explain the New Deal. or 
economic planning, but everyone 
knows what came from it. 
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and England centuries ago. Not 
one of these New Deal meas- 
ures is mentioned in the 1936 plat- 
form of the Democratic Party. 
There is no reference to the fate 
of these strange experiments. There 
is no reference in all that platform 
to the New Deal or to economic 
planning. But in this omission they 
are entirely consistent. There was 
no mention of them in the 1932 
platform either. They are a strange 
interlude between the solemn 
promises of the 1932 platform and 
the vague generalizations of the 
1936 platform. 

G. O. P. and the Constitution. 
“It is constantly asserted that 
the Republican party has always 
stood for a strong Federal Govern- 
ment. The assertion is correct. It 
still stands for a vigorous Federal 
authority. But it advocates this au- 
thority within the limits set by the 
Constitution. It has always exer- 
cised that authority by legislation 
constitutionally passed and consti- 
tutionally executed. It always will. 
It has always exerted that author- 
ity without passing the boundaries 
of states rights and local self-gov- 
ernment. 

“The Republican party recognizes 
that changing social and economic 
conditions call for increased Federal 
activities. But it always insists 
that such new activities shall be le- 
galized by proper constitutional 
amendment. It always will. It ap- 
proves the horse-and-buggy method 
of changing the Constitution, and 
it disapproves a philosophy that 
laughs at the 


buggy whip. It condemns the abuse 
of Federal power to invade local 
rights. It does not believe in put- 
ting a New Jersey pants-presser in 
jail for charging less than _ the 
amount dictated by a board in 
Washington, It disapproves a gov- 
ernment of men instead of a gov- 
ernment of law. It prefers a gov- 
ernment guided by constitutions to 
a government guided only by 
caprice. 

“The Republican platform of 1936 
lays down in simple language the 
program of Federal regulation and 
legislation to which it commits it- 
self on many issues. Where the 
specific progeam is not definitely 
utlined the details will be presented 
in the coming campaign. On cer- 
tain matters Gov. Landon made the 
issues clear in his telegram to the 
Cleveland convention. In his ac- 
ceptance speech one week ago he 
presented specific policies in ref- 
erence to other important issues. 
Whatever concrete measures the 
Republican party has in mind will 
be presented to the voters before 
election, not after. And whatever 
measures the Republican adminis- 
tration may urge upon Congress, 
not one will flout the Constitution 
of the United States. Not one will 
violate the obligation of contracts. 
Not one will break a promise. 


Economic Experiments. 


“T have already said that this is 
no ordinary campaign. On _ the 
mere issue of efficiency in admin- 
istration the present Government 
stands convicted of failure. But 
there is a larger issue, an issue 
that goes to the heart of American 
life. It is the issue of the kind of 


economic system the American peo- 


ple will live by. For more than 
three years the economic life of 
the country has been at the mercy 
of a crew of amateur experiment- 
ers, hacking at the vitals of Amer- 
ican industry, agriculture, com- 
merce and finance. Driven by a 
fanatic impulse to shape our eco- 
nomic structure to their fantastic 
designs, they have usurped the 
powers of Congress, insulted the 
authority of the courts, invaded the 
powers of the states and under- 
mined the institutions of local self- 
government, 

“As one experiment after an- 
other has ended in ignominous fail- 
ure or repudiation by the courts, 
new experiments have been at- 
tempeted, from laws to put produc-

It leads to price-fixing and 
production control by Federal au- 
thority.

“There is no half-way house in 


The coercive control 
bank credit leads unavoidably to 
control of investment and that leads 
to the end of competitive industry 
and free enterprise. The country 
must choose between the regimen- 
tation of the economic life of a 
hundred and thirty million people 
by politically appointed Federal] 
bureaucrats and the continuance of 
the American system of free enter- 
prise under a government of con-

stitutional powers. 
“It is not a question whether 


you will look for them outside of 
Washington. There are limits to 
the ability of government to regi- 
ment the economic life of a people. 
When it blindly passes these lim- 
its, it does not encourage industrial 
production; it destroys it. Such in- 
terference always encounters a 
drouth or some other force beyond 
the control even of a New Dealer. 
There are limits beyond which 
Federal regimentation should not 
go, even if it could be efficient. 
When it passes these limits it de- 
stroys personal initiative and in- 
dividual liberty. The American peo- 
ple do not want Federal regimen- 
tation of their economic activities 
even if it could be efficient and 
fair. As Al Smith has expressed 
it, the American people do not want 
a dictator, not even if they could 
get a good one. 
Promises Prosperity. 

“Here we have the issue that 
must be decided next November. It 
is whether the American people 
shall have an orderly and economi- 
cal government recognizing the lim- 
itations of Federal power or a gov- 
ernment determined to reorganize 
the American economic system by 
experiment. We know what the 
decision will be. The people want 
recovery, not rhetoric. ‘4 
economy, not waste. They want 
work, not relief. They want co-op- 
eration among the partners in pro- 
duction, not industrial strife. They 
want order in economic life, not an

occasional breathing spell. 
want dignity in government, not a 
merry-go-round. They do not be- 
lieve that all bankers are scoun- 
drels, that all employers are ex- 
ploiters, that all business men are 
motivated by greed, that all work- 
ing people are victims of oppres- 
sion. They do not believe that the 
American system was a failure un- 
til the New Deal came along to 
save it from its sing. They do not 
believe that American industry is 
a jungie of cut-throat competition 
dominated by intrenched greed. The 
people know that with the election 
of a new administration next No- 
vember the dammed-up forces of 
recovery will burst forth in a mag- 
nificent prosperity. 


Man’s Long Struggle. 


The American people know that 
in man’s long and troubled jour- 
ney through the ages he has faced 
flood and famine, pestilence and 
drouth, conquest and slavery, tyran- 
ny and injustice, poverty and de- 
pression. They know that he has 
overcome these savage enemies 
through his unrelenting determina- 
tion to work out his own economic 
salvation. Poverty and fnsecurity 
are not yet exterminated in our 
land. Economic hardship and eco- 
nomic injustice are not yet elimi- 
nated. But in the United States, 
in the last hundred years, the Amer- 
ican people have come nearer to 
these goals than any other people 
anywhere in history. Brave pioneer-

ing and hard work and patient sav- 
ing have made this the richest and 
fairest civilization in history. It 
has not been made by sleight-of- 
tricks. With the American 
system preserved, we shall in due 
time have a free people, living in 
plenty and security, without ex- 
ploitation or destitution. The Amer- 
ican people are not going to sur- 
render this prospect to the regi- 
mentation of visionaries and ama- 
teur economic planners. They are 
not going to exchange our economic 
system for the rainbow millenium 
of political magicians.

kept him in the hospital for about 
four months. 

Prevented From Campaigning. 
This assault on Anderson, which 
was made Oct. 9, 1934, made it im- 
possible for him to conduct a per- 
sonal campaign fcr re-election. At 
the time when he should have been 
actively campaigning he was in the 
hospital with a high temperature. 
His friends organized a non-partisan 
movement, asking for his re-elec- 
tion on his record of law enforce- 
ment. It was pointed out that it 
would not be possible to conclude 
the Kelley kidnaping prosecutions 
before the expiration of his first 
term and that the assault on An- 
derson was a challenge to law and 
order by the crimina] element. 
Anderson was so ill that his 
physicians would not even permit 
him to make a radio address be- 
fore the election. Against these odd; 
he went into the general election 
and came out with the largest vote 
cast for any candidate for a county 
office. He received 35,345 against 
25,161 for his Republican opponent, 
his plurality being 10,184. Repub- 
licans were elected to most other 
county offices. 

Early in the summer of 1934, one 
of the Kelley case defendants, John 
C. Johnson, a Negro farmer, who 
confessed that he kidnapers kept 
Dr. Kelley at his place, was shot 
to death by machine gunners while 
in the custody of a deputy sheriff. 
A few months later Anderson’s of- 
fice had this case ready for the grand 
jury and two gangsters were indict- 
ed fo rthe murder. One, Monroe 
(Blackie) Armes, was then in the 
Federal peniteniary. at lLeaven- 
worth, Kan., for another offense. 
The other, John R. (Bab) Moran, 
was arrested, and over Anderson’s 
protest he was released by Circuit 
Judge Jerry Mulloy on $20,000 bail. 


Wolfe and McDonald Trial. 


The second of the Kelley kidnap- 
ing defendants to go to trial was 
Felix McDonald, in January, 1935. 
Anderson was still in the hospital, 
so Wolfe conducted the trial for 
the State. McDonald was convicted 
and his sentence fixed by the jury 
at 60 years in the penitentiary. 
Two other defendants remained 
to be tried, Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench and Bart Davit. One, 
Tommy Wilders was still at large, 
and has not yet been captured. The 
State elected to try Mrs. Muench, 
but on her allegations that she 
could not obtain a fair trial in St. 
Louis County, she was granted a 
change of venue to the circuit court 
of Audrian County, at Mexico, Mo. 
Her trial there last October resulted 
in an acquitttal. 
Davit has not been tried on 
the kidnaping charge, as he was 
prosecuted by Anderson and Wolfe 
for the hold-up murder of Paul 
Flueck, a Maplewood grocer, and 
was convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 
Anderson and Wolfe put in mo- 
tion the first official step toward 
exposure of the Muench baby hoax 
when they caused the County grand 
jury on Sept. 13, 1935, to inquire 
into the circumstances of the re- 
ported birth of a baby at the home 
of Mrs. Rebecca Winner, retired 
midwife, at 6015 Maple avenue. As 
this place was in the city of St. 
Louis, the County authorities had 
no jurisdiction and did not continue 
the inquiry. Full exposure of the 
hoax by the Post-Dispatch followed. 
County Hospital Inquiry. 
In the spring of 1935 Anderson 
demanded that the County grand 
jury make an investigation of the 
conduct of the St. Louis County 


of Dr. Edwin L. Sheahan. The 
grand jury reported that the hos- 
pital had been “mismanaged to 
such an appalling extent that it 
constitutes a menace to the public 
safety and health of St. Louis 
County.” 

In view of this report, the County 
Court removed Dr. Sheahan by a 
vote of two to one, but a few weeks | 
later one member reversed his vote | 
and Dr. 

There followed 
many resignations from the hospi- 
tal medical staff in protest against 
politics in the management.

$2,664,947,000 REFINANCING 
TO REDUCE INTEREST RATES 


Securities Commission Report Dis- 
closes Corporation Operations 
in First Half of Year. 
By the Associated Presr, 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Huge 
refinancing of corporate indebted- 
ness during the first half of this 
year to obtain lower interest rates 
was disclosed yesterday in a Securi- 
ties Commission report. 

Registration statements for se- 
curities totaling $2,664,947,000  be- 
came effective during the six- 
months period, the Commission said, 
more than quadrupling the $665,- 
339,000 figure for the 1935 period but 
less than five per cent was for new 
equipment. 

The figures did not include secur- 
ities registered in connection with 
exchange plans for companies in re- 
organization, or issues of voting 
trust certificates and certificates of 
deposit. 

Manufacturing companies led in 
registrations, with $1,026,291,000, or 
38.5 per cent of the total. This, the 
Commission said, largely reflected 
financing by the iron and steel and 
the oil refining industries. 

Utility companies, which had the 
largest registrations in the first half 
of 1935, were second for the period 
this year, with $841,421,000, or 31.6 
per cent. 

The Commission said the “main 
use” of funds derived from the se- 
curities issues in 
was the retirement of debt and pre- 
ferred stock.

OBSTACLE MET IN PROPOSAL 
OF DEAL IN RAILROAD SHARES 


Group of Insurance Companies 
Sought to Give Share of Buri- 
ington to Rio Grande. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 31.—The pro- 
posal of a group of insurance com- 
panies that the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad be given a share 
in control of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western Railroad appeared 
to have met an obstacle today. 

The reported unwillingness of 
Western Pacific Railroad Corpora- 
tion and Missouri Pacific to give 
up any of their Rio Grande equity 
at this time seemed to block im- 
mediate progress for such a plan. 

Missouri Pacific, which is con- 
trolled by the Van Sweringen inter- 
ests, and the Western Pacific Rail- 
read Corporation, each own a half 
stock interest in the Denver & Rio 
Grande which is in bankruptcy. 
Western Pacific Railroad Corpora- 
tion also owns the entire capital 
stock of the Western Pacific Rail- 
road, an operating company, also 
in bankruptcy. 

It is understood in Wall Street, 
however, that further consideration 
will be given later to unification 
of the Rio Grande and Western 
Pacific properties which would 
be worked out before the 
Burlington would assume part con- 
trol of the former. 

The group of insurance com- 
panies, headed by George S. Van 
Schaick, vice-president of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., is under- 
stood to be desirous of giving the 
Burlington part control of the Rio 
Grande, thus affording the latter 
the support of a company which 
showed its ability to weather the 
depression. 

In sources close to the insurance 
group it was said, however, that 
there are other questions than that 
of the Burlington taking part con- 
trol of the Rio Grande to be set- 
tled. These are said to center 
around differences between the in- 
surance committee and the Rio 
Grande management on the reor- 
ganization plan just filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

While the insurance committee 
has not seen the plan it is eon-

daylight saving. 
Seven o'clock is 
dark enough of 
winter nights to 
make a light very 
welcome. In sum- 
mer quite the oth- 
er way. It is still 
daylight, the birds 
are still hopping on the tree, the 
grown-ups’ feet are still going past 
the window where the tossing rebel 
listens longingly. By and by the 
strain is too much and there are 
wails for a drink, for another 
drink, for a little coolness, for some- 
thing forgotten, for a goodnight 
from grandpa, Mary, and the dog. 
Mothers grow desperate, and as a 


last measure of defense silence the 


prisoner. “Not another word or—” 

It is plain something must be 
done about it. There is not much 
sense in sending a child to bed who 
protests so heartily that he does 
not sleep until long after the time 
when he is usually deep in the un- 
conscious. Nor can he be allowed 
to stay up too long night after 
night because that robs him of rest 
and growth. But constant irrita- 
tion about sleeping time robs him, 
too. Couldn’t there be some sort 
of compromise with summer and 
daylight saving? 

Try out some scheme that lets 
the little one stay up a little long- 
er, say 15 minutes each night, he to 
watch the clock. Or even one night 
a week, On very warm nights 
when the sleeping room is hot and 
close, and the dark is filled with 
the murmur of voices and the clink 
of ice in glasses, perhaps a stay of 


'15 minutes to half an hour might 


be allowed. 


This can be done because we 
usually let the younger children 
rest for a time after luncheon. We 
usually allow them to undress and 
wear only a light garment while 
they lie quietly for a time to gain 
poise for the demands of the long 
afternoon. A child who has had 
this quiet time, who has relaxed 
and rested and feels refreshed by 
it can stay up a little longer in the 
evening. The thought of this priv- 
flezge will induce him to take the 
rest he needs so much. 


When we show our willingness 
to meet the children’s difficulties 
with sympathy and understanding, 
when we accept their complaints as 
worthy of our attention and actual- 
ly make an effort to help them, 
they in turn are more willing to 
listen to us and to accept what we 
decide is best for them. It does a 
parent no harm in the eyes of the 
children to show himself approach- 
able and kindly, even amenable. It 
is the experiences that children 
have with their parents in such 


matters as bedtime that sets their |

Are "the Way Out," These Two Girls 


Devote Their Full 


Time to St. Louis 


First Non-Profit Store.

cottage with a yard and front 
gate, relics of a bygone era when 
this was a residential district, at 
3609 Market street, two young wam- 
en who might otherwise be disport- 
ing themselves at vacation activi- 
ties, have been industriously work- 
ing in a store during all these long 
hot summer days. Since the first of 
June they have been buying in. the 
wholesale market or direct from 
farmers and manufacturers, country 
produce, groceries, staple drugs, 
some dry goods, household appli- 
ances and commodities, selling them 
over the counter and keeping some- 
what intricate records of the trans- 
actions. They have been doing this 
without material compensation— 
none among several volunteers 
working at the store is paid any- 
thing as yet—doing it wholehearted- 
ly and enthusiastically for a cause. 
The blue eyes of the flaxen-haired 
damsels sparkle, they bubble over 
with the eagerness of youth, both 
talking at once or one beginning 
where the other leaves off as they 
tell of the cause and explain pecul, 
iar features of the store’s operation. 
The girls are Althea and Mary Som- 
erville Grossman, twin daughters of 
Mrs. E. M. Grossman and the late 
Emanuel Grossman, who was so 
well known here in civic and 
cultural affairs during his life- 
time. The cause is the Consumers 
Co-operative Movement. The store 
is the first unit of a system of 
neighborhood co-operative stores 
which the newly organized Co-oper- 
ative Consumers Society of St. 
Louis, Inc., hopes to set up. 
“Consumer co-operatives can cure 
all the social and economic ills from 
which the world is suffering,” an-

nounced the twins. 

“It enlarges ownership to include 
patrons,” said Miss Althea, “It 1s 
not income from investment, but 
income from spending,” contributed 
Miss Mary. “Everybody is a con- 
sumer. If all business were co-oper- 
ative it would result in an equable 
distribution of wealth,” said they 
both. “The capitalistic system is 
built on a theory of scarcity which 
no longer exists. Under co-opera- 
tion we should not have people go- 
ing hungry in the midst of the most 
bountiful food supply the world has 
ever known, shoemakers going 
barefoot because they have made 
too many shoes, carpenters sleeping 
in the streets because they have 
built too many houses, tailors wear- 
ing rags because they have made 
too many clothes.”

“In Sweden where 52 per cent of 
is co-operative, right 
now there is only 1 per cent of the 
population unemployed, and they 
are unemployables. It is one way 
out for us in this country. Many 
learned economists believe it is the 
only way out. ‘Chaos or co-opera- 
tion’ is one of our milder slogans. 
You see, under the co-operative sys- 
tem, economic democracy gradually 
accomplishes political democracy— 
wherein it differs from Socialism, 
Communism and other isms which 
hope to accomplish economic de- 
mocracy via political democracy.”

the first co-operative society, the 
Rochdale Pioneers back in 1844 
when at a time of financial crisis 
28 miners and weavers, driven by 
grim necessity to alleviate their 
desperate situation, started the first 
consumer co-operative in Toad 
Lane, Rochdale, Lancashire, En- 
gland. Different, however, is the 
group of disinterested social-minded 
citizens starting the movement 
here. Officers and leaders of the 
society which now has 202 members 
include Edgar L. Metzger, who, 
skilled in such work, acts as ac-

ing is the subject with New Deal 
social and economic reformers 
that President Roosevelt! has dis- 
patched a commission to study the 
system in European countries 
where it has been most successful. 
“It is essentially a way of re- 
organizing the entire social and 
economic structure. It is a world- 
wide movement which offers some- 
thing to youth where the profit sys- 
tem is failing us—new frontiers, not 
‘out west,’ but in the communities 
where we live,” declared the twins. 
“Right now, though, we are most 
concerned with the secondary but 
more immediate prospect of getting 
savings for our local members,” 


“Just what are the savings and 
how does the co-operative store 
system work?” they were asked. 

“Savings are accomplished 
through the elimination of expen- 
sive overhead, expensive advertis- 
ing, high pressure salesmanship, un- 
necessary high costs of handling, 
middle men, fancy packages, equip- 
ment, and frills. These savings are 
passed on to our members in divi- 
dends based on the amount of their 
purchases. Savings are accomplished 
through protecting consumers 
against inferior articles and various 
trade trickeries, by consumer edu- 
cation and careful inspection of 
products. One of our most import- 
ant committees is the testing and 
research group with two chemists 
on it doing private inspection and 
making use, of course, of all Gov- 
ernment research material. 


“Through the power of our 
wholesale co-operative buying sys- 
tems monopolies and private dis- 
tributors are being caused to set up 
new standards based upon specifi- 
cations laid down by consumers, 
improve qualities and decrease prof- 
its. Wherever co-operative  busi- 
nesses become well established they 
can, to a certain extent, contro! 
prices and quuiities,” explained Miss 
Althea. 


“Anybody can become a member 
of our society—-and the more, the 
better—by paying an initiation fee 
of $1 and investing in from two 
to 10 shares of stock at $5 a share,” 
added Miss Mary. “In order to start 


Rineis now so live and intrigu- 


an enterprise it is necessary to raise 
some capital and a member has to 
deposit some money if only as a 
token of his earnestness and sup- 
port. If he has no cash to invest, 
shares can be paid for out of net 
profits on his purchases eventually 
returned to him. He cannot vote in 
the direction of the organization 
until one share is completely paid 
for. 

“Each member has iuat one vote. 


There is no proxy voting. Votes do 
not depend on the number of shares 
owned as in a commercial corpora- 
tion. The reason for this is, the so- 
ciety is a democracy in which hu- 
man values are recognized as 
greater than property values. In- 
terest, if any, paid on shares is low 
and fixed so they cannot come to 
have a speculative value. Not as in- 
vestors but as consumers do mem- 
bers share in the profit. The one 
person who merits consideration is 
the consumer.” 


“Goods are bought for the store 
at wholesale prices and sold at pre- 
vailing market prices,’ continued 
Miss Althea. “We don’t attempt to 
undersell or undercut competitors. 
You don’t necessarily get things 
cheaper at a co-operative store, but 
always at a fair, reasonable mark- 
up. If a co-operative attempts to 
sell at cost plus only the cost of 
handling, we are all likely to lose 
money because it is impossible to 
tell in advance what the costs of 
handling will be. Profits, that is, 
overcharge or the difference be- 
tween buying and selling prices, 
cannot all be returned to members 
because there are the expenses of 
operating the store, replenishing 
stocks, depreciation, expansion and 
our educational program to be taken 
care of. It is the net profits after 
all expenses are paid that are dis- 
tributed in patronage refunds to 
our members in proportion to what 
has been purchased during the year. 

“We are not guaranteeing that 
there will be any patronage refunds 
until we are well established. It de- 
pends upon the decision of a ma- 
jority of the members. They may 
vote to apply surpluses to ex- 
pansion, establishment of branch 
stores in different parts of the city 
and county, and to our educational 
program, for more organization 
means more buying power in the 
wholesale market, the ability to 
make purchases on more advan- 
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tageous terms. In different locali- 
ties now we have 11 study and dis- 
cussion groups meeting in mem- 
bers’ homes, with a central meet- 
ing once a month at the Interna- 
tional Institute. The public is cor- 
dially invited to any of these meet-| 


ings.”

operative buying and seiling auto-| 
matically stops sharp practices such | 
as short weights and measures, and | 
improves the quality of goods han- 
dted, becanse where there are no.

We may 
buy job lots of marked-down mer- 
chandise which may be faulty for 
some reason, but we sell them for 
exactly what they are. What would 
be theuse of misrepresenting an ar- 
ticle to a person whose money al- 
ready has been paid for it? Nobody 
wants to cheat himself. You can 
demand and get exactly what you 
pay for at a co-op. Through the,

been induced to supply us superior | 
goods, in some cases labeling them | 
with our own ‘Konsum’ label as a. 
guarantee. A number of articles we 
stock are almost impossible to get 
in their pure unadulterated form at 
profit-making stores. Hard wheat 
unbleached flour, for example. 
Flour bleached by chemicals is said 
by some authorities to be poisonous | 
even in small doses. There is no/| 
good reason for bleaching flour ex- | 
cept to increase the millers’ and | 
bakers’ profits. Any old kind of 
grain can be used when bleached. 
And whole-wheat flour—because 
genuine whole-wheat is difficult to 
keep free from insects, it is not. 
stocked under ordinary methods of 
distribution. We stock it in small 
quantities as needed and we have | 
customers who come from far off to) 
get it. Some produce not too per-| 
ishable we get direct from farmers | 
and save middlemen’s costs. A crop)

“You don’t have to be a member | 
of the society in order to trade at. 
our store,” explained Miss Mary, |

buy from us just because they can. 
be sure of getting exactly what 
they pay for. But since you can't 
share in the profits unless you are 
a member, and since by saving 
your receipts until you have ac- 
cumulated enough overcharge, you 
can pay for a membership on that 
plan, you might as well become a 


member and help along a good | 


cause.” 
“What's to become of al] the mid- 
dle men, salesmen, packers and in- 


dependent shop keepers, advertis- | 


ing agencies and mediums, makers 
of fancy packages and other frills 
you are intent upon putting out of 
business?” the twins were asked. 
“On principle,” they responded, | 
“through co-operation people will 
have more money to spend, more 
goods will be bought, production 
and employment will increase. | 
Eventually there will be places for | 
everybody in a planned system of | 
economy. Under co-operation it is 
possible to have efficient planning, | 
doing away with duplication of ser- | 
vices and other wasteful features | 
of competition. As for salesmen, 
advertising men, store keepers, we 
shall need all their services, skills 
and techniques. Salesmen are 
needed to introduce products, pre- 
sent them, inform people about 
them. Salesmanship will be a more 
technical calling with salesmen act- 
ing as expert consultants. Adver- 
tisers are needed to decribe goods. 
Advertising will be wholly educa- 
tional. But high pressure sales- | 
manship and dishonest advertising 


will not be countenanced. Adver-| = 
tisers will only have to revise their | 
vocabularies. They won't have to/|

But our movement,” they both con- 
cluded, “is not .nterested in actual 
money so much as in wealth of 
goods, in people working, produc- 
ing and having things, rather than 
gambling and haggling in the stock

ak HE way of understanding is 
partly mirth,” writes Robert 
Frost, our greatest living 
poet, in his latest sheaf of song. 

Wise old woodchuck, his even- 
song is mellow, cheerful and wise 
with the wisdom which sees life by 
seeing through it. And always, even 
in dealing with the gravest matters, 
there is a sly touch of fun. 

“There may be little or much be- 
yond the grave,” he says, “but the 
strong are saying nothing until they 
see.” Better see this life as it is 
finding meaning in its mystery, than 
puzzle about life further on. 

“My object in living,” he tells us, 
“is to unite my avocation and my 
vocation, as my two eyes make one 
in sight.” Happy is the man whose 
work is also his play, uniting crea- 
tion with his recreation. 

If he were a dictator, he says, 
with a grin, “I'd let things take their 
course and then I'd claim the credit 
for the outcome;” which is what 
the dictators, big and little, manage 
to do betimes. 

In the same poem he bids his 
friend Meliboeus to “a one-man rev- 
olution, the only revolution that is 
coming.”
